PASADENA, Calif. NBC said Sunday 
it’s waiting to hear if Jay Leno and 
“Tonight” host Conan O’Brien will 
accept its new late-night TV plans 
after the network decided to end 
the Leno prime-time experiment. 

NBC decided to pull the plug on 
the experiment after learning some 
affiliates were considering dropping 
the nightly prime-time show. 

NBC Universal Television 
Entertainment Chairman Jeff 
Gaspin said “The Jay Leno Show” at 
9 p.m. CST will end with the Feb. 12 
beginning of the Winter Olympics, 
which will air in the prime-time 
hours, including Leno’s slot. 

NBC wants to begin airing 
Leno’s show at 10:35 p.m. after the 

Olympics end Feb. 28, but with a half-hour show, Gaspin said. 

The plan calls for O’Brien to retain his job with “Tonight” but 
at the later hour of 11:05 CST, Gaspin said. Also in the mix is 
Jimmy Fallon and his “Late Night.” Fallon’s show would be pushed a 
half-hour later as well, to 12:05 CST. 

“My goal is to keep Jay, Conan and Jimmy as our late-night line- 
up,” Gaspin said, adding later that they “have the weekend to think 
about it” and discussions with them will resume Monday 

He said the proposal gives Leno what’s important to him— tell- 
ing jokes at a later hour— and O’Brien his top priority, retaining 
“Tonight.” 

“I hope and expect that before the Olympics begin, we’ll have 
everything set. I can’t imagine we won’t have everything in place 
before then,” Gaspin told a meeting of the Television Critics 
Association. 

He said that despite lower ratings for NBC at 9 p.m. compared to 
last year, the network was making money off the show. 

But affiliates were upset that it was leading fewer viewers into 
their late news programs, costing them significant advertising rev- 
enue. Some affiliates told NBC in December they would go public 
soon about their complaints if a change wasn’t made, or even take 

Leno’s show off the air. 



of the affiliates were really hurt by the Leno show, although he wasn’t 
clear on how many said they might pre-empt his show

Study says 
U.S. flight 
crackdown 
lacks bite

ATLANTA The govern- 
ment’s new crackdown 
on chronically late flights 
leaves airlines with little 
reason to be concerned— 
and delayed travelers lit- 
tle reason to feel hopeful 
they’ll arrive on time. 

The rule, announced 
days before the Christmas 
travel rush, defines chron- 
ic tardiness so narrowly 
that it would have applied 
to only 55 recurring flights 
out of the 13,981 that 
qualified from January 
to November, accord- 
ing to an analysis by the 
aviation data research 
firm FlightCaster for The 
Associated Press. All 55 
flights were to or from 
the New Tbrk City area’s 
three airports. 

That’s unlikely to pro- 
vide much relief to passengers who just want to get 
from Point A to Point B on time. Even the few air-

lines that are at risk of violating the rule can escape 
the up to $27,500 fine by adjusting their schedules 
or canceling flights. 

Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood 
announced the rule Dec. 21 as part of what he 
called President Obama’s “Passenger Bill of 
Rights.” Besides cracking down on chronically late 
flights, the Transportation Department also said 
it will impose stiff fines on airlines that trap pas- 
sengers on tarmacs for more than three hours. The 
rules, which don’t require congressional approval, 
take effect in April.

Is it OK to grieve 
in 140 characters? 

The world may never have heard of 2-year- 
old Bryson Ross if it weren’t for Twitter, 

More specifically if it weren’t for Bryson’s 
mother tweeting last month after her son fell 
into a backyard swimming pool and died. 

When Casey Johnson, the heiress to the 
Johnson & Johnson fortune and girlfriend of 
reality TV star Tila Tequila, died last week. 

Tequila poured her heart out over Twitter, 

She wasn’t alone. So did Lindsay Lohan and 
Paris Hilton, 

In both situations, a heated debate ensued. Some immediately 
questioned sharing such intimate feelings with people they’ve never 
met online, while others credited the mourners with opening up 
and sharing. 

That raises quite an interesting question: Is it in poor taste to 
mourn in public via a social network like Facebook or Twitter? 

I say not at all. We all mourn differently. 

When Ross tweeted about her son’s death, the replies were fast 
and furious. 

Too many people automatically assumed she was neglecting her 
child because she uses Twitter, Tweeting had nothing to do with 
what happened to Ross’ son, and using Twitter as a coping mecha- 
nism was her business. She grieved with the people with whom she 
identified most— and those people just happened to live online. 

The anger in the Ross case seems to be associated less with 
the tweet and more with when she tweeted. According to official 
records, Ross called 91 1 at 5:38 p,m, and explained that she found 
her son at the bottom of the pool. 

Less than an hour later, she posted the following tweet: “Please 
pray like never before, my 2 yr old fell in the pool,” 

The tweets from Tequila, Lohan and Hilton weren’t as contro- 
versial, That in itself had Twitter users questioning why we’d attack 
a mother who tweeted about the loss of her son but not a celebrity 
who was mourning the loss of her girlfriend. 

As someone who works online and spends a lot of time online, 

I look at it this way, I have my close friends and I have my online 
friends. Even if they aren’t friends in the traditional sense, they’re 
people I trust. At the very least, I feel comfortable sharing personal 
details with them. 

In both of these cases, it’s unfair to judge a person in 140 charac- 
ters or less.

Empowerment experiment 


Couple reflects on year 
of buying only from 
black-owned businesses

It’s been a year since John and Maggie 
Anderson, a black couple who rose from 
modest beginnings to academic and eco- 
nomic success, embarked on a controversial 
adventure in empowerment to spend their 
money exclusively with African-American- 
owned businesses in 2009. 

They’ve learned a few things, not the least 
of which was that they were a little naive. 

“It was more difficult, to be honest,” 
Maggie Anderson said as the year conclud- 
ed. “We went out all starry-eyed.” 

As with most wisdom, the more meaningful 
lessons emerge from demanding struggles. So 
it was with the “Empowerment Experiment,” 
said the Andersons, of Oak Park. 

“There were certainly some challenges,” 
John Anderson said. “But at the same time. 


the relationships we have cultivated— not 
only with the business owners but also in 
mobilizing so many people across the nation 
who have embraced the message— that’s 
been the biggest blessing of this whole year. 
It has been a wonderful year.” 

The most discouraging challenge came in 
August, when the black-owned, full-service 
grocery store they would drive 14 miles to 
patronize closed. The couple also had to 
face jaded perspectives from other African- 
Americans who told the Andersons that 
black-owned businesses were inferior to 
white-owned enterprises and that the cou- 
ple’s over-arching goal of creating robust 
black businesses would never work. 

And facing them at almost every turn was 
the insistence from some whites that the 
Andersons’ experiment was an exercise in 
racism, a charge they reject. 

The effort, particularly in the last three 
months, generated a great deal of momen- 
tum, the Andersons said. Maggie Anderson 
received an overwhelming response when

media exposure. They were interviewed 
on CNN, Fox News and CBS Morning News. 


she spoke at Eriendship-West Baptist 
Church in Dallas. She also was the opening 
speaker at the Illinois Black Chamber of 
Commerce meeting in September. 

A week later, she spoke at the 
Congressional Black Caucus’ annual con- 
vention in Washington. Northwestern 
University’s Kellogg Black Alumni Club 
honored the Andersons in November. 
Overall, John Anderson said, about 75 per- 
cent of the reaction the couple received was 
encouraging. The remainder was critical. 

“There was a feeling that now we have 
really created a vehicle to force ourselves 
to look into the mirror and address some of 
the issues we don’t want to talk about,” John 
Anderson said.

Police said three men were arrested in 
the 1100 block of West Argyle on suspicion 
of battering Hauff and “making disparaging 
comments,” though the report had nothing 
specific about anti-gay comments. 

Red, Blue Lines running

The South Shore Line and CTA Red and Blue line 
all experienced service issues Sunday, but all 
were back to normal by afternoon. 

Police reported that at 955 a.m., a person was 
found on the Blue Line tracks near the Monroe 
station.

GOP calls for Reid’s ouster 
In wake of racial comments 


WASHINGTON Republicans on Sunday 
accused Democrats of a double stan- 
dard by accepting Sen. Harry Reid’s apology 
for racial remarks about President Obama 
instead of demanding Reid’s ouster as major- 
ity leader. 

In a private conversation reported in a new 
book, Reid described Obama during the 2008 
presidential campaign as a “light-skinned” 
African-American “with no Negro dialect, 
unless he wanted to have one.” 

Reid (D-Nev) apologized to Obama on 
Saturday, and the president issued a state- 
ment accepting the apology and saying the 
matter was closed. 

GOP Chairman Michael Steele, in appear- 
ances on two Sunday news programs, com-

pared Reid’s predicament with the circum- 
stances that led Senate Republican leader 
Trent Lott to step down from that post 


in 2002. Lott had spoken favorably of the 
1948 segregationist presidential campaign 
of Strom Thurmond, and in spite of apolo- 
gies for those remarks at Thurmond’s looth 
birthday, Lott was forced out as leader. 

“There is this standard where the 
Democrats feel that they can say these things 
and they can apologize when it comes from 
the mouths of their own. But if it comes from 
anyone else, it’s racism,” said Steele, who is 
black. “It’s either racist or it’s not. And it’s 
inappropriate, absolutely” 

Sen. John Cornyn (R-Texas), the chair- 
man of the National Republican Senatorial 
Committee, said in a statement that Reid 
should step down, calling his comments 
“embarrassing and racially insensitive.”

Risky liquid 
silicone shots 
sought on 
black market 

NEW YORK Clara Tolentino was ter- 
rified when her 43 -year-old sister 
died last year after getting liquid silicone 
injections to add a bit more shape to her 
buttocks. 

Tolentino, 35, had good reason to be. 
In 2006, she paid $2,000 to get liquid 
silicone injections, too. 

“I didn’t do it as many times as my sis- 
ter ... But I was afraid,” Tolentino, who 
lives in the Bronx, said. “I was afraid that 
something was going to happen to me.” 

Her sister, Fiordaliza Pichardo, died in 
March. According to an autopsy, about 
1,400 milligrams of silicone were in her 
lungs. Fresh injection sites dotted her 
thighs and buttocks. The NewTbrk City 
medical examiner’s office said the cause 
of death was silicone pulmonary embo- 
lism. 

In the United States, liquid silicone is 
not approved for cosmetic injections. It 
can kill, disfigure and cause long-term 
health problems. Still, it is avidly sought 
on the black market by untrained provid- 
ers for those women who desire rounder 
breasts, buttocks and more shapely 
thighs.

Rodgers was 28-0^42 for 422 yards and four 
TDs. All but two of Rodgers’ yards came after

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. Not even the NFEs Comeback 
Player of the ^ar could bring the New England 
Patriots back from the deficit they fell into 
Sunday 

Two-time Super Bowl MVP Tom Brady threw 
three interceptions and also fumbled the ball away 
in a first-round playoff game against Baltimore as 
the Ravens opened a 24-point first-quarter lead en 
route to a 33-14 victory 

“We got off to a terrible start in the first quarter 
and never really got back into the game,” Brady 
said. “Playing the way we played today, we weren’t 
going to beat anybody” 

The Patriots have now lost consecutive play- 
off games for the first time in the Brady era, a 
decade of dominance that included three Super 
Bowl titles and a 16-0 record in the 2007 regu- 
lar season that was tainted only by David Tyree’s 
acrobatic catch in the Super Bowl loss to the New 
York Giants. 

But this year’s run never got going. 

Ray Rice ran 83 yards for a touchdown on 
Baltimore’s first play from scrimmage, and three 
plays later Terrell Suggs strip-sacked Brady deep 
in Patriots territory to set up another touchdown 
that made it 14-0 less than five minutes in. 

“We got him a little bit. The main focus was to 
get him off his spot,” Suggs said. “We didn’t want 
him comfortable because he is one of the greatest 
in the game. We did a pretty good job.” 

A perfect 8-0 in the regular season at Gillette 
Stadium, where Brady had never lost a playoff 
game, the Patriots heard the hometown fans boo- 
ing just six minutes in after they went three-and- 
out on their second possession and then gave up a 
34-yard punt return.
